should be loosened very deeply, eit 
er by subsoil plowing or by deep 
spading. It is a good plan to remove 
the topsoil and spade manure into 
the subsoil to a depth of 14 or 16 
inches. The plants may lie set in 
rows for horse cultivation or in beds, 
'if. in rows they 
should be set 14 


inches apart, with the rows 3*'feet 
apart. 
If in beds, one foot apart 


each way is the proper distance to 
set the plants. In setting the plants 
i'he crowns should the covered 4 or 5 
inches deep.

; -. In the .-North the plants should re- 
ceive a mulch of 4 or 5 inches of 
manure in winter. In the. South the 
mulch is not necessary, tout the 
plants should receive a coat of man: 
ure or an application' of fertilizer, 
perferably in autumn., 


No shoots should be removed dur- 


ing the first-year the .plants are set 
in the permanent bed, and the" per- 
iod of cutting should be short during 
the second year.-^U. S.' Department 
of Agriculture.
